concerning the eth er is th a t it does destroy a 
certain am ount of confidence th a t we hav e al­ 
ways cherished toward those who are supposed 
to know. If long established facts and theories 
are to be so lightly throw n ov erboard in fav or of 
new ideas, just what are we to accept and w hat 
are we to reject concerning those realms of 
which we naturally know nothing more than 
w hat is told us? 
We hav e other losses of old time ideas in the 
form of once familiar friends in the way of th e ­ 
ories.

Chicago, June 
28 (/P)—John 
Factor,, nemesis of the 
Roger 
Touhy gang, was free today to 
strike again at the kidnap rack­ 
et. 
Factor, who helped send Roger 
Touhy and three associates to 
the state penitentiary on 9 9 -year 
sentences 
for 
kidnaping 
him 
for ransom, was released yester­ 
day from the county jail at Syc­ 
amore, where he had been held 
or 64 days pending possible ex­ 
tradition to England on a $7,- 
00C,000 stock fraud charge. 
Almost immediately he came to 
Chicago by airplane 
and 
de­ 
clared he would “stay on the 
job until other members of the 
Touhy gang 
are rounded 
up, 
both for my safety and the safe­ 
ty of the general public.” 
Federal Judge Evan A. Evans 
of Chicago ordered Factor’s re­ 
lease on a habeas corpus petit­ 
io n, the court ruling that the 
British government forfeited its 
right of extradition by failing 
to obtain a removal warrant for 
him during his stay in jail. 
The issuance of a writ of ex­ 
tradition was delayed by 
the 
state departm ent at Washing­ 
ton on the request of State’s At­ 
torney Thomas J. Courtney 
of 
Cook county because

which are destroying their coin 
and small grain fields, a young 
Iowa State college 
scientist 
is 
raising the insects to lay 
the 
groundwork for 
a 
long-range 
cam paign against the pest. 
He is Melv in J anes, graduate 
research worker in the depa rt­ 
ment of entomology. 
Already, in his corner labora­ 
tory filled with incubators, test 
tubes and glass v ials containing 
thousands of chinch 
bugs, 
he 
has discov ered why the drought 
brought with it the worst chinch 
bug inv asion since 1887. 
It had been believ ed tha t un ­ 
der most fav orable 
conditions 
the female chinch 
bug laid a 
m axim um of 500 eggs during her 
laying period. Janes found tha t 
the female lays twice tha t m any 
under most fav orable conditions 
and tha t a female chinch bug’s 
ability to 
reproduce 
is 
four 
times greater tha n hitherto sus­ 
pected, he said. 
By hatching the bugs in his 
laboratory and counting 
their 
eggs Janes discov ered tha t one 
female, under conditions similar 
to the drought conditions in the
